Possibly the Consumers’ Gas company was 
actuated by feelings of philanthropy towards 
its struggling neighbors. Perhaps it wanted 
to do a kindly act of charity towards the 
stockholders in the two companies that occu- 
pied the field adjoining that in which it had a 
monopoly. These are two possible reasons. 
Are they probable ones? These figures come 
from a man who was formerly high in the 
councils of the Consumers' Gas company, a 
man who has no reason to give false informa- 
tion.

Each month a bill was sent to the treasurer 
of each of the two gas companies for the num- 
ber of thousands of feet of gas pumped 
through the connecting pipes.

Every 
thousand feet of gas paid for by the man 
whose meter is read monthly paid for 3,000

$1.25 a thousand means a clean, clear steal of 
50 cents for every thousand feet of gas that is 
sold. 

„Much of the trouble over January gas 
bills is due to carelessness on the part of 
bookkeepers. Thisis not the fault of the 
bookkeepers, however, for the force has been 
so reduced that correct work is next to im- 
possible. Formerly one bookkeeper had 
2,000 accounts to keep and that was really 
more than he could do and do well. Now, 
however, the force has been reduced in order 
that a good showing could be male, and each 
bookkeeper has 3,000 accounts to keep. 
There is much lax work done in the reading 
of the meters, but a mistake either in favor of

Jacob Broome Uses a Razor with Fatal Ef.

DIFFER IN THE iDENTIFICATION. 


The North Clark Street Mystery Not Yet 
Cleared Up—The Inquest. 

The mystery surrounding the identity of the 
man found dead in an outhouse in the rear of 
No, 3469 North Clark street has not yet been 
cleared up. Deputy Coroner Foskett began 
an inquest yesterday, and after hearing two 
witnesses laid the matter over for next Wed- 
nesday at 10 o’clock. Two men have posi- 
tively identified the remains as those of a man 
named Gifford, while two others were equally 
positive that it is a man named Larson. 


PROMISES TO BE A BITTER FIGHT. 


South Evanston Citizens Are Clamorous for 
Annexation—The Election Today. 

There was ameeting of South Evanston 
citizens last night in the village hall to dis- 
cuss the question of annexation with Evans- 
ton. Three hundred voters were present. 
The sentiment of the meeting was in favor of 
annexation, and every favorable statement 
made concerning it was received with ap- 
plause, 

William Cooley made a few pointed re- 
marks, and was followed by James Hibben, 
President of the Village Board of Trustees. 
President Hibben said among other things: 

We must in some way settle the water question. 
This is what the present board has been trying to 
do ever since it has been in otfice. If we do not 
get water from the Evanston plant we shail be 
compelled to tax the village to the full constitu- 
tional limit. We now have $15,000 to our credit, 
and it is best for our financial standing to keep a 
good margin in our favor. To put this amount 
into the lake would afford only temporary relief, 
and in two or three years the trouble would be 
renewed. In addition to pure water we would 
secure many other r by annexing with 
the larger village. Vote for annexation and you 
will vote for your future prosperity. 

J. W. Finney had investigated the water 
supply in both Evanston and South Evanston, 
and reported tne following: 

The pressure at the Evanston water-works is all 
right. According to the engineer’s statement the 
pressure is the same at the Evaniton pumping 
station and at Hamilton street, the north line of 
our village. This is accounted for by the eleva- 
tion of,the station above of Hamilton street. 
Thus a full supply of water can 
had in the remotest part of our village 
with a better . ‘than today. Another 
consideration is the price of our supply. At pres- 
ept the cost from our own water-works is $25 a 
million gallons, and Evanston furnishes purer 
water at $10.25 a million gallons.. Our water is 
now taken at 1,000 feet from the shore. One block 
north of the inlet pipe a sewer empties into the 
lake; another sewer pours its foul contents into 
the lake one block south of the inlet. Virtually 
were are drinking diluted sewer water. If we 
ever intend to annex now is the time, when the 
debts of the two villages are almost equally 
— ced and all other conditions are so favora- 

A. B. Adair in his speech alluded several 
times to the influence of the Northwestern 
University on the annexation question. He 
said that by annexation the South Evanston 
postotiice would be abolished and the village 
would have the convenience of free mail de- 
livery. Also by means of the increased num- 
ber of voters it could reduce the university 
influence. S. E. Norton and several others 
spoke. If the spirit of the meeting of last 
night is an expression of South Evanston’s 
position on annexation it will probably carry 
the day in that village. 

Evanston was flooded yesterday with circu- 
lars for and against the annexation of South 
Evanston. Every Chicago business-man tak- 
ing the morning train to the city was the re- 
cipient of more matter on that subject than 
he could read during the day,and on his ar- 
rival from the city in the i naan he was 
greeted with still more literature on the sub- 
ject. There will be a bitter fight at the polls 


today. 
SAYS HE APPLIED THE TORCH FOR $50. 


Péter Heck Tells How He Came to Barn 
Eight Horses Alive in a Barn. 

For $50 Peter Heck, an ignorant farm hand, 
fired a barn Dec. 31 near Hammond, Ind., 
and burned to death eight horses, and last 
night he slept at the Central Police Station. 
Heck was captured after a long search by De- 
tectivee Thompson and Haerle at a beer-bot- 
tling establishment at Summerdale. He will 
be taken back to Hammond this morning by 


Sheriff Walker. 

Heck confessed his crime. He said that 
early in November Daniel Haveland, a horse- 
| dealer of Hammond, rented a barn of a Mrs. 
Northrup, a wealthy widow. He employed 
Peter Heck, Robert Dunn, and Jake Mosher 
as hostlers, and the quartet, Heck alleged, as- 
sisted by suggestions from Haveland’s wife, 
conspired to defraud an insurance company 
out of money by burning live stock. 

Thanksgiving day the plot was suggested 
and Heck was detailed to do the actual work. 
He says he was sent to this city to look up a 
om we lace for the conspirators and that he

The story is that Haveland came to Chica- 
go, received his insurance policies, and had 
them discounted, realizing $900. He and his 
wife escaped, but were subsequently arrested, 
as were also Dunn and Mosher. Heck fora 
time evaded arrest, but now will answer to the

Fink PUT AT WORK on THE 
BUSINESS STREETS» 


Hose Used for the ee A of Washing the 
Mud and Slush Into the Sewers—Com- 
missioner of Public Works Aldrich and 
Chief Swenie Devise 4 Plan or Putting 
the Streets in the Best of Order—Fire- 
men Turn Out to Help the Laborers— 
Other News of a Local Nature. 

Many persons who happened to be in the 
vicinity of Fifth avenue and Madison street 
at 8:30 o’clock last night saw some firemen 
dragging a hose along while a powerful stream 


issued from the 1}¢-inch nozzle. They looked 


ahead to see where the fire was. There was 
no smoke to be seen. | 

The firemea with the lead of pipe kept ad- 
vancing, but not in the way they move when 
trying to get a stream on a fire. They marched | 
deliberately, the pipernan turning the nozzle 
first to, the right and then to the left, but 
pointed downward all the tine. 

Why, they're washing the streets,“ ex- 
claimed a spectator, 

He was right in his guess. The work of 
flushing the streets so as to make them pre- 
sentable when the Congressional party ar- 
rives had begun. The idea was due to Com- 
missioner Aldrich, 

“The first impression is everything with 
strangers,“ he said. 

The mud in the streets for the last few days 
has been something frightful. It is no worse 
than in most other cities at this time of the 
year except, perhaps, Washington, but toa 
traveler the mud is always deeper and more 
obtrusive than it ever is at home. One alight- 
ing from a train after a twenty-four hours’ 
ride in such muddy streets as Chicago has had 
lately could not fail to receive an unfavorable 
first impression, Mr. Aldrich claims. 

The street-cleaners have been at work the 
last few days as usual and have swept the mud 
into the gutters. There it has lain and teams 
sufficient to cart it away have not been avail- 
able. If it would only dry up it could be 
easily handled. But the weather has been too 
wet for that. The mud in the gutters has 
gradually found ita way back into the middle 
of the streets, so that the streets have been 
little better for the attempts to clean them. 

In this state of affairs Commis- 
sioner Aldrich that they 
must be suggested 
flushing them to Fire Marshal Swenie and 
asked his codéperation. It was cheerfully 
given and Assistant Marshal Musham was di- 
rected to carry out the plan. He detailed two 
wagons anc seventcen firemen at 8 o’ciock 
last evening. The wagons were loaded with 
hose. A force of Sixty street laborers was 
preg out by Superintendent of Streets 

rke. Mr. Burke personally superintended 
the work. 

The force was divided into four gangs. 
Four tiremen were with each gang to handle 
the hose and make the connections with 
hydrants. Water was first turned 
on at Fifth avenue and Madison 
street. The pipeman started north on Fifth 
avenue, taking the west side first. The 
stream washed the mud from the granite 
pavement. into the gutter, and just behind came 
a gang of laborers with brushes, to finish up 
what the water had begun. Everything was 
first swept into the gutter and then along the 
gutter to the catch-basin in the middie of the 
block. The west side of the strret from 
Madison street to the alley was cleaned in fif- 
teen minutes, and the work was well done. 
‘By night the pavement looked nearly as well 
as after a heavy rain in summer, 

It took an hour to finish the first block. 
About the same time was occupied on the 
State street block from Madison to Washing- 
ton streets. 

Supt. Burke said the intention was to clean 
all the streets on the South Side from Van 
Buren street to the river. When asked at the 
outset if he expected to finish the work last 
night Mr. Burke said opmfidentiy : Lou bet 
we will.“

Capt. Porter of the 
secret service considers the note a or one, 
although he believes many people have been 
deceived by it. Noclewto the makers of the 
note have been discovered. ‘The bills, it is be- 
lieved, are issued periodically, as at times 
many ‘of them appear, while at other times 
none can be found.

NEW METHOD OF ENFORCING A LEASE. 


An Austin Tenant Place in Jail—Trouble 
Is Now Brewing. 

John H. Reese of Austin tried a new method 
of compelling atenant to observe the condi- 
tions of a lease and trouble is brewing in con- 
sequence. Mr. Reese lives at No. 344 South 
Pine avenue, and his neighbor, Allen H. Fitch 
of No. 388 South Pine avenue, is his tenant. 
The relations of the families were of a pleasant 
character until Feb. 10, when Mr. Fitch paid 
$120 to Mr. Reese, the rent for December, 


January, and February. 

At that time he told his landlord that busi- 
ness compelled his removal to Omaha and that 
he intended to leave Feb. 22. The landlord 
complained that the lease of the premises did 
not expire until April 30, and that he would 
hold Mr. Fitch for the full term. Either he 
should not leave the State or he would compel 
the tenant to deposit the amount of the two 
months’ rent—$80—with the local bank. 
This demand Mr. Fitch refused to honor. He 
offered to secure a tenant and in the event of 
the house being unoccupied during the 
months of March and April he would send the 
rent from Omaha. This offer did not suit 
Mr. Reese and he swore out a writ of ne exeat. 
This was placed in the hands of a Deputy 
Sheriff and Wednesday evening Mr. Fitch was 
taken to the County Jail, where he spent the 
night. Thursday morning he made a deposit 
of $14 and is now at liberty. 

He was seen at his home last night and said: 
“There has been no underband business on 
my part in this matter, I told Mr. Reese that 
I was going to Omaha three months ago and I 
have never attempted to jump my lease. He 
wanted meto deposit the money here to 
cover the unexpired portion of my lease and I 
flatly refused to do so, although I told him I 
would send him the money when it was due if 
another tenant was not secured. He said he 
would settle the matter for $40 cash. I told 
him I didn’t owe him a cent and wouldn’t 
pay him any money until i+ was due. When 
I was arrested he again offered to settle, but I 
refused to discuss the matter. Ie was 5 o'clock 
when the deputy served the writ—too late to 
obtain a bondsman, and I was compelled to 
remain in jail all night. I have secured good 
counsel ard am informed thatIcan recover 
heavy damages from Mr. Reese. My credit 
has never been questioned before, and as I am 
worth $100,000 my word is good for the sum 
involved in this case. I intend to push this 
matter through. Reese is said to be worth 
$20,000, and it will take every cent he's got to 
satisfy me. 

John H. Reese was averse to talking of the 
matter, but he said he only swore out the writ 
for the arrest of Fitch on the advice of his at- 
torney. I have had several tenants jump 
their leases and didn’t intend to have Fitch 
do the same thing,“ he said. Repeatedly I 
have made offers to Mr. Fitch looking to a 
settlement of this case, and I was loath to 
take such extreme measures, but my attorney 
told me it was the only mode of procedure, 
My case is in the hands of competent lawyers, 
and we believe when the case comes into 
court the verdict will be in our favor.“

Early Evening Blaze in a West Side Fac- 
tory Building. 

Fire on the third and fourth floors of the 
four-story factory building at the . northwest 
corner of Lake and Union streets had made 
so much progress before it was discovered at 
6 o’clock last evening that a 2-11 alarm was 
turned in by the first fire marshal on the 
scene.

NORTH 
WATER UNFIT TO USE, 


Prof. Haines’ Analysis Shows That It Would 
Be Unwise to Mix It With That Derived 
from Other Soarces—Views of Health 
Commissioner Ware—His Warning to 
the Publie—- Mr. Aldrich Refuses to Con- 
tract for Extension Until Further Ac. 
tion fs Taken by the Council. 


Prof. Walter Haines, {who was selected to 
make chemical and biological analysis of the 
water in the vicinity of the new north shore 
inlet crib, has warned the city authorities that 
it is not prudent to use the new tunnel at this 
time. He has not quite completed his exami- 
nation and has not, therefore, made a formal 
and detailed report. He may do so today. 
But he deemed it a public duty to advise 
against mixing the water that could be ob- 
tained through the inlet crib out at the end ot 
the government breakwater with the water 
from the two-mile tunnel. 

This fact was not generally known at the 
City Hall yesterday. When Dr. Ware, how- 
ever, was confronted with certain facts bear- 
ing on the case he acknowledged that Dr. 
Haines had informed him that the water at 
the breakwater crib was dad.“ That is the 
expression Ur. Ware used. 8 

More than a week ago City Engineer Clark 
inforwed Commissioner Aldrich that the 
North Shore inlet tunnel was completed and 
ready for use. On account of certain resolu- 
tions presented in the Council by Ald. Sexton 
assertiug that the water at the new crib was 
polluted and certain examinations made by 
himself Commissioner Aldrich hesitated about 
turning in the water until a critical analysis 
could be made. Feb. 12 Health Officer Hayt 
went out in the vicinity of the new crib, filled 
several bottles with the water obtained at that 
point, and on his return gave them to Prof. 
Haines for examination. Dr. Ware was asked 
yesterday whether the analysis was completed. 

„es,“ said Dr. Ware. But the report is 
not ready. 2 

Are you going to recommend the use of 
the new tunnel? 

Jam not. Dr. „Haines advises against 
that for the present.“ 

“Then the water at the new crib is not 
good? 

Not Prudent to Use the Water. 

“No. It is not good. It is bad—not very 
bad, though. But I think it is not prudent to 
use it, or to mingle it with our supply from 
the old/tunnels. In fact the examination con- 
firms the belief that the new intake is too 
near shore. It also contirms the theory that 
the further we go from shore for the water 
the better it 1s. It emphasizes the sound 
doctrine that Tae Tarsunz has been impress- 
ing on us, that we must extend our tunnel 
farther out in order to get pure and whole- 
some water.’ 

The finding—as it may be called—of Prof. 
Haines was not known to the Finance com- 
mittee when it was in session. Aid. Cullerton, 
when informed of it, said: “That is deplor- 
able. We were told when this tunnel was 
undertaken that it would give us good water 
in abundance. It can now be used only as an 
emergency tunnel. We were promised that 
there would on account of the completion of 
this tunnel be an abundance of good water 
Now we can only use the old 
tunnel next summer, and the demands for 
water will be greatly increased. The city 
authorities will come in for vigorous criticism. 
The only thing to do now is to rush the exten- 
sion of the tunnel to the two-mile crib. What 
we lack is tunnel capacity. We have engine 
capacity enough. If this thing is not done we 
will be wofully short in our water, supply next 
summer.“ 

But Commissioner Aldrich refuses to enter 
into a contract for exte iding the tunnel, as he 
is authorized by the Council to do. He wants 
to be directed by the Council to enter into 
such a contract, inasmuch as it is to be done 
without due advertisement, contrary to the 
spirit if not the letter of the city charter. 

At the meeting of the Finance committee 
yesterday Ald. Kent offered a resolution di- 
recting the Commissioner of Public Works to 
make the necessary borings and estimates for 
the extension of the two-mile tunnels two 
miles farther east in accordancé with the 
recommendation of the mayor to the Council 
last Monday. Ald. Madden supported the 
resolution. Ald. Cullerton and Aid. O’Neil 
were afraid that the proposed extension 
would interfere with the extension. of the 
Hyde Park tunnel previously recommended. 
They called on Commissioner Aldrich and 
Controller May to help them out. Mr. Al- 
drich pleaded for the Hyde Park tunnel, 

Controller May Pieads Poverty. 

Mr. May said there was no money for fur- 
ther extensions; that the income of the Water 
Department would not meet the obligations 
already incurred. But Mr. Kent and Mr. Mad- 
den insisted on their motion. They pointed 
out the necessity for the extension, and that 
until it was extended Chicago would not have 
good water. 

‘Commissioner Aldrich—When the Bridge- 
port pumps are in working order the water 
from the two-mile crib will be all right. 

This was too much even for Ald. Cullerton. 
„0, that’s the old gag!“ he shouted. ‘“‘We 
have heard that now for ten years. 

He put Ald. Kent’s motion and it was adopt- 
ed. It was estimated that the extensions will 
cost $300,000 

Dr. Ware ‘said yesterday that the reports 
made by his officers in reference to the recent 
deaths in this city from typhoid-fever indi- 
cated that they were cau as much by the 
bad sanitary condition of the houses as by 
bad water, to say the least. We have found 
that in three-fourths of the houses the plumb- 
ing is shockingly bad, Reform and iniprove- 
ment in this direction are sadly needed. The 
waste-pi used are mostly of porous ma- 
terial. * the settling of the houses those 
pipes break. The sewer- gas makes its escape 
through the breaks and the pores—we know 
the results. My advice is to use iron pipes 
properly tested and to have them as much out- 
side the house as possible. 

Engineers McMath and Benzenberg began! 
their investigation of the fougmile tunnel 
yesterday afternoon under general instruc- 
tions from the Council committee and Com- 
missioner Aldrich, and will resume it at 9 
o’clock this morn ing. 


KIENER DID NOT FIND A POSITION. 


But He Preferred Many Charges Against 
the Keeper of an Intelligence Office, 
Five charges were placed against the name 
of Mary Fowler, who has an intelligence office 
at No. 198 West Randolph street, at the Max- 
well Street Station last night. She was locked 
up on warrants sworn out by Herman Kiener 
of No 317 West Polk street. He charges her 
with lar¢eny, assault and battery, obtaining 
money under false pretenses, obtaining prop- 
erty by false representations, and keeping an 
intelligence office without a license.

POPULARIZING THE UNITED STATES SEN- 
ATE. * 

Senator Palmer made a good speech Thurs- 
day in support of his constitutional amend- 
ment to take the election of Senators from the 
State Legislatures and give it to the people. 
His familiarity with the history of his own 
State enabled him to point out many striking 
instances where the people collectively had 
been far wiser and honester than their repre- 
sentatives. The Constitution of 1818 gave the 
Legislature almost unlimited powers, which 
enabled it to plunge into internal improve- 
ment schemes which bankrupted the State. 
The people were compelled to take away those 
powers. By the Constitution of 1848 the Leg- 
islature was authorized to pass general laws 
under which corporations might get charters. 
It failed to do so, but adhered to the protita- 
ble and corrupt special legislation system. 
The people had to intervene again, and by 
forbidding 
which no Legislature would have abandoned. 
Since the State was admitted to the Union 
its citizens have been engaged in taking from 
their representatives powers which they 
abused often from corrupt motives. 

A seatin the Senate 1s more honorable and 
otherwise desirable than it was in the early 
days of the republic. It is natural, therefore, 
that men should try to buy their way into 
that body, especially when it is a notorious 
fact that legislators are not incorruptible. 
Hence these perpetual charges of bribery in 
connection with Senatorial elections, in which 
many people are inclined to put faith when 
they see how franchises worth millions are 
sold at State capitals. To give the election of 
the Senators to the people is to free members 
of Legislatures from a great temptation. 

Unlike most of his Democratic colleagues 
Senator Palmer concurs with much of what 
President Harrison had to say in his last mes- 
sage on the subject of gerrymanders, and fa- 
vors the choice of Senators by the people be- 
cause it will do away with one great incentive 
to gerrymander legislative districts. He points 
out also that many of the reasons which in- 
duced the framers of the Constitution to sup- 
port the present method of election have lost 
their force. He fails, however, to state the 
most important one. 

The members of the House were intended 
to be the representatives of the people of the 
States, while the Senators were to be the repre- 
sentatives of the States as political corpora- 
tions. When a State acts it does so through 
its Legislature. When Illinois ratifies an 
amendment to the Constitution it does so 
through its Legislature. The State-rights 
idea was that the Senators were the ambassa- 
dors of the States, and hence subject to be 
governed by the instructions of State Legisla- 

tures. When John Tyler was instructed by 
the Virginia Legislature to vote for a certain 
measure which he could not support he felt 
it his duty to resign and allow a more obedi- 
ent successor to be chosen. 

That theory has lost its vitality. Senators 
are no longer looked on as the ambassadors 
of sovereigz States, not even by Senator 
Palmer, but are regarded as the representa- 
tives of the whole people of a State. Henze 
the chief reason for their designation by the 
Legislature has ceased to exist, and the people 
ought to elect them directly instead of indi- 
rectly. Then the State Legislatures will be 
freed from a duty which frequently takes up a 
great deal of their time and often demoralizes 
them, and will be enabled to devote all their 
energies to local affairs. 


ENGINEER WILLIAMS WILD ESTIMATES. 

Last January Mr. Cooley on behalf of the 
Engineering committee of the Drainage 
Board reported that the cost of the work from 
Willow Springs to Lockport would probably 
fall inside of $11,000,000; that that of the sec- 
tion from Chicago to Willow Springs should 
not exceed $7,000,000; that below Lockport 
$1,000,000 would be sufficient for present con- 
sideration,” and that an expenditure of 
$1,000,000 on the Chicago River would better 
it greatly for the uses of the district. That 
made a total of $20,000,000. 

In his report made last Wednesday Chief 
Engineer Williams estimates the cost of the 
work between Willow Springs and Lockport, 
on the route which he prefers, at $11,700,000, 
About $800,000, however, is to be expended on 
work between Lockport and Joliet, so that his 
figures coincide closely with those of Mr. 
Cooley. 

An examination of Mr. Williams’ estimate 
shows that he has cut it down after an absurd 
fashion. He has actually assumed that the 
contractors will take part of their pay in stone 
that they will put in lower bids if they are 
allowed to have, hold, and ‘peddle the stuff 
they blast out. The men who are in the stone 
business laugh at the idea. They know per- 
fectly weil that contractors are not going to 
Jock up their capital in a lot of cracked stone. 

Mr. Williams’ idea is the more absurd be- 
cause he proposes that there shall be no way 


in which contractorscan get this stone to 


market economically if they are willing to 
take it. Ifthe work on the drainage channel 
were begun at thisend of the route then, 
when operations were begun on the stone sub- 
stratum, scows could carry away the material 
cheaply and dump it where required. But it 
is not Mr, Cooley’s or Mr. Williams’ intention 
to do the work in that manner. They propose 
that the excavating shall begin at the lower 
or rock end of the route and the contractor 
must get his stuff to a market as best he may. 

Mr. Williams’ are about 30 per 
cent too low. He will not be able to find 
responsible contractors who will take the 
work at his figures. Irresponsible ones may 
do so, but if they get the job it will not be 
long before they apply for and get an increase. 
Hence it is apparent that the total cost of the 
work from Bridgeport to Joliet, if managed 
by Cooley, will run up far above twenty mill- 
ions—nearer thirty. And when that much 
money has been spent the district will have to 
lay out enough more—if it can raise it—to 
make a channel or channels which will carry

THE GAS GRIEVANCE. 

The outcry against extortions by the gas 
companies of this city seems to be taking 
shape towards a demand that the corporation 
shall build and operate a piant for the supply 
of gas to the people. Itis urged that gas 
may properly come under the same rule as 
water in this respect, that the citizens could 
be served far more cheaply by the municipal- 
ity by the present arrangement, and that 
numerous other cities have already made the 
change which it is asked shall be effected 
here. So, if the request be acceded to, we are 
again to have the streets torn up, and that be- 
fore the Economic folks have got through 
with their revolution of the pavements; the 
only alternative to this being to buy out exist- 
ing companies at exorbitant prices for old 
and worn-out stock. 

The advocates of such a step might do well 
to ask if it be probable’ that the proposed 
plant would pay for itself by the time it would 
be superseded by something better. If the 
answer were in the affirmative it were wise to 
refrain. It needs not particularly shrewd 
observation to see that gas as an illuminant is 
gradually “playmg out.’ It is givmg place 
to electric lighting, both in the larger and 
smaller cities. The consumption of gas in 
Chicago may not be actually on the decrease, 
but no one can doubt that the percentage of 
gas users is rapidly shrinking, the expansion of 
the city being about taken up by the electric 
light men. They are carrying their wires and 
lamps into streets and buildings ata rate 
which suggests that ere many years have gone 
by the electric light will be the rule and gas 
the exception. The latter may be used for 
warming purposes and power,in the shape 
of fuel gas, but we cannot be gure even of 
that. It seems probable that before many 
years have elapsed light, heat, and power will 
be supplied in this and other cities from cen- 
tral stations, each furnishing them to an area 
of but a few blocks surrounding it, and that 
each of those plants will make its own gas 
immediately before burning it, a vast wastage 
bemg avoided by using the gas while it is still 
hot. The principle of supply, now intro- 
duced into nota few large buildings, will 
then be extended to take in districts of mod- 
erate area and include the lightingof the streets 
as well as the illuminating and heating of the 
structures which line them. 

So it may be well to go slow, not alone with 
the old methods but even with the newer ones. 
The transition from gas to electricity is pro- 
ceeding more slowly here than in some other 
cities and some day our citizens will wake up 
to that fact. They will then regard it as the 
height of folly to propose to tear up all the 
streets for the purpose of burying under them 
an extensive and expensive network of big 
pipes which are voted to be out of date and 
not suited to modern needs. They will see 
that for the city to commit itself to sucha 
piece of work would be to impose a useless as 
well as a heavy burden upon the taxpayers, and 
understand that perhaps by the time a 
new gas plant had got well under way it 
would be voted old and fogy and the people 
demand that it be discarded for something 
better. “ 

It would not be wise to undertake the con- 
struction of a municipal gas plant in this city. 
The old one is destined to be crowded to the 
wall by the march of improvement, and its 
officers know it. They cannot but be aware 
that to practice wholesale extortion such as 
has recently been charged against them must 
hdsten their doom, by encouraging thousands 
of consumers to use the electric light years 
before they would otherwise have done 80. 
The position taken by the officials in the last 
few days may be assumed as evidence of that. 
They cannot afford to play bluff with the citi- 
zens as did they or their predecessors several 
years ago, when such complaints as are now 
being voiced would have been met with the 
taunt “You cannot help yourself. Pay the 
bill or we will take out the meter, and then 
you will be in the dark.“ It is not unlikely 
the companies will ere long make a voluntary 
reduction in the price per 1,000 feet for the 
purpose of stavmg off the inevitable. Per- 
haps the present agitation will lead directly 
up to this result by demonstrating to the com- 
panies that the eyes of the public are at last 
opened. In that case good will have come 
out of evil, and for the first time we shall be 
aware that medical and theological students 
can do good in the world before their gradua- 
tion. Meanwhile it may be stated as an open 
secret, of interest tosome of those who have 
grumbled at the maguitude of their gas bills, 
that the gas for which they pay at the rate of 
$1.25 net is sold to the company bya subcon- 
tracting manufacturer at 40 cents per thou- 
sand.

ASLOVENLY WAY OF DOING BUSINESS. 

Under the old system of street-paving, the 
cost of the intersections was paid by the city 
out of money raised by general taxes. A year 
ago when the need of money to make general 
improvements was felt keenly, and only a 
small sum could be spared for intersections, 
thus lessening the number of streets which 
could be paved, this paper suggested that the 
entire cost of the work be thrown on the 
prope wners, each of whom would have to 
pay a very little more and would not feel it, 
while the eig would be enabled to use for 
other purposes the money thus saved. It was 
pointed out that before the annexation of Hyde 
Park the village had made the property-own- 
ere bear the entire expense of paving and that 
the system had workad well. 

It was the impression of Taz Txrreuns that 
the change it proposed had been ordered 
made, One ofits reasons for thinking so 
was that an appropriation of only $25,000 was 
made last year to cover the cost of paving in- 
tersections. It appears, however, that while 
the city made no appropriation, it did not 
provide for throwing the expense on the prop- 
erty-owners. It did order a great number of 
streets to be paved. As a result the city owes 
$700,000 to contractors, who hold the warrants. 
As there was no preceding appropriation that 
expenditure was illegal. | | | 

The Commissioner of Public Works asked 
in his estimates for $1,200,000 to cover this 
deficit and to defray the cost of paving inter- 
sections this year. The Controller has stricken 
it out. If there is to be any paving done in 
1892 the Council must requite the property- 
owners to foot the bill. It will not do to run 
into debt unlawfully after the fashion of last 
year. 

It is believed that the contractors are. not 
the losers by the city’s pee ay of | 


business. It is alleged that they, 
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give them a fair profit and in addition to that 
received warrants from the city for the cost 
of intersections. This is not an economic 
system, for if the contractors’ warrants are 
cashed they will be paid twice fora part of 
their work. 

The city needs money even more than it did 
last year. It cannot afford to pay for street 
crossings, and should compel the property- 
owners to do it by the passage of an appropri- 
ate ordinance. Py 


| NEW YORK AND CHICAGO. 

New York City has met with a decided set- 
back in its effort to prevent Chicago from 
passing it in the race of population. The bill 
for the consolidation of the metropolis with 
Brooklyn and other smaller localities around 
New York Bay virtually has been killed by 
the action of the Assembly. It voted Thurs- 
day for a motion to strike out Kings County, 
or Brooklyn, and also against a motion to re- 
commit the bill, The most its supporters 
could do was to get the bill on the table, where 
it probably will lie for good. By taking out 
Brooklyn the bill substantially was killed and 
the great anuexation movement is nipped in 
the bud. It wiped out a possible gain of at 
least 850,000 at a blow. The remainmg sub- 
urbs around Staten Island hardly are worth 
talking about. They would have added prob- 
ably between one hundred and one hundred 
and fifty thousand. 

The defeat.of the New York and Brooklyn 
Commissioners’ bill is not without its local 
application, and that, too, of a suggestive 
nature. By the census of 1890 the population 
of New York was 1,513,501, that of Brooklyn 
806,348, of Chicago 1,098,576. The population 
of the suburbs around Manhattan Bay pro- 
posed for annexation amounts in round num- 
bers to about 1,000,000, and would have in- 
creased New York at least to 2,500,000 and 
made it second only to London. It would 
have postponed the time at which Chicago 
will overtake it perhaps a quarter of a century. 
Now the tables are turned. New York grows 
at the rate of about 80,000 or 40,000 a 
year, Chicago at the rate of 75,000 or 
80,000 a year. In 1900 the two cities 
will be neck and neck, for Chicago now has 
around 1,250,000 by conservative estimates 
and the World’s Fair will give it an additional 
boom. After it rounds the century it will 
forge ahead of New York just as it passed 
Philadelphia in the last census decade, and 
take its place modestly but firmly as the me- 
tropolis of the Nation. It will accomplish 
this at least twenty-five years sooner than it 
would have been able to do had the New- 
Yorkers succeeded in getting Brooklyn and 
the other environs they wanted. 

Such is the manifest destiny of the two 
cities. The New-Yorkers must enjoy their 
temporary preéminence, therefore, while they 
may, and then prepare themselves to take 
second place with such grace as they can mus- 
ter. Already they have seen Chicago come to 
the head with its business, its area, its rail 
roads, its shipping, its parks, its mun®ipal 
improvements, its statues, its libraries, its 
universities, its public buildings, and palatial 
residences. Already they have witnessed with 
apprehension the center of population steadily 
approaching Chicago and now they must pre- 
pare themselves to see it stand at the head of 
American cities in the number of its inhabi- 
tants. It may be hard, but it is kismet. 


THE PRESIDENT SHOULD BE ABLE TO 
. VETO ITEMS. 

While the Indian Appropriation bill was 
under consideration by the Senate a year ago 
an amendment was offered by a Democratic 
Senator and passed by Democratic votes, giv- 
| ing the Choctaw and Chickasaw Indians $2,990,- 

000 for their alleged interest in certain lands. 
The House concurred in the amendment, 
about all the Democrats voting for it. It was 
purely a Democratic measure. The Presi- 
dent refused to pay over the money, because a 
large portion of.it would have gone to specu- 
Jators and claim agents and very little of it to 
the Indians. Furthermore he does not believe 
that the two tribes are entitled to anything. 
Therefore he has brought the subject to the 
notice uf Congress in tho hope that it will take 
proper action. It should undo the inconsider- 
ate action of last year forthwith. 

In his message on this subject the Presi- 
dent says: 

If this section had been submitted to me as a 
separate measure, especially during the closing 
hours of the session, I should have disapproved 
it, but as the Congress was then in its last hours, 
a disapproval of the general Indian Appropriation 
bill, of which it was a part, would have resulted 
in consequences so far-reaching and disastrous 
that I felt it my duty to approve the bill. 

This shows how important it is that the 
President should be empowered to veto items 
in an appropriation bill and not be compelled 
to approve of wrongful expenditures or leave 
one of the departments of the government 
without resources. This power was given the 
Mayor of this city by the Mayor’s bill of 1872 
and was subsequently conferred on the Gov- 
ernor. The President should have it and thus 
be enabled to pluck out of the appropriation 
bills the rotten items they contain and veto 
them and put the entire responsibility on the 
House and Senate. If Congress fails to gub- 
mit to the States an amendment to the Con- 
stitution giving this power to the President, 
it will be equivalent to a confession that its 
members do not wish their log-rolling and 
jobbery to be interfered wilh. 


BALFOUR’S IRISH BILL. 

Mr. Balfour’s Irish Local Government bill 
seems to be a rather absurd affair. It satis- 
fies nobody but Mr. Chamberlain and some 
of the English Tories. Mr. Balfour himself 
does not like it. The Irish Tories sneer at it. 
The English Liberals flout it. The Irish 
Home-Rulers say they will oppose it might 
and main. But Mr. Balfour seems deter- 
mined to go ahead with it and has announced 
that it will be taken up for a second reading 
March 8. , 

As far as can be judged from the synopsis 
of Balfour’s speech cabled to Taz Trisunz, 
the bill proposes the election of County Coun- 
cils and Baronial Councils, whose duties will 
be mainly administrative; that is to say, the 
Councils will have charge of the work of mak- 
ing and repairing roads and bridges, the en- 
forcement of sanitary laws, partial control of 
lunatic asylums, and other such trumpery 
work. All reference to control of the 
police, the issuing of licenses or the determi- 
nation of the number of licenses, duties in- 
trusted to the English and Scotch Councils, 
are omitted. There appears to be a provision 
which may enable the County or Baronial 
Councils, or both, to secure possession of waste 
lands for the purpose of reclaiming them. 
But this 1s a restricted provision, for there 
must be no capital expenditure, except with 
the concurrence of a board of fifteen, in which 
the landlord party will always have eight 
members. The Baronial Councils—that is 
Councils for baronies, which, on the average, 
include about 150 square miles of territory— 
will, doubtless, confine themselves entirely to 
the repairs and improvement of roads and 
bridges. : 

Attenuated as are the duties of the Councils 
their action is hampered and restricted by so- 
called safeguards which will render them ob- 
noxious to the mass of the people for whom 
they are intended. The provision as to suf- 
frage seems to be fair. Iliiterates and non- 
taxpayers are excluded, but female taxpayers 


will be entitied to vote, As the business of

such for instance as the improvement of la- 
borers’ cottages, laborers’ allotments, or in 
reclaiming waste lands, the proposition must 
be submitted to a committee of fifteen, con- 
sisting of seven Squires to be nominated by 
the Lord Lieutenant, the Tory High Sheriff, 
and seven persons named by the County Coun- 
cil. In most counties this will be an eight to 
seven affair. The Councils wili further be 


subjected to the censorship of the Irish 


Judges, most of them of the landlord and 
Tory class, all appointees of the institution 
known as Dublin Castle. Mr. Balfodr says 
this is necessary to prevent “ corruption and 
oppression,’’ and broadly charges that the past 
history of Ireland proves the necessity for 
such a censorship. This is rather hard on the 
Irish landlords, who alone for centuries have 
been intrusted with all the admunistrative du- 
ties intrusted to any class of Irishmen. 
Restricted, however, as are the powers of 


the Councils they may do some good, In spite 


of the so-called safeguards 90 per cent of 
them will be controlled by the Home-Rulers. 
The Tory landlords will have little to say as 
to the ordinary work. They will be limited to 
the number of appointees of the privileged 
bodies. The Tory landlords will thus be 
stripped of half their power, which will fall 
into the hands of the Nationalists. But it is 
doubtful after all whether the bill will pass this 
session. And if Mr. Balfour cannot carry it 
through this tame it will never be heard of 
again. 


CoxnaressmAn Divetzy of Maine says that 
if the House and Senate were to pass and the 
President to sign the Wool and Woolens bill 
prepared by Mr. Springer— 

The prosperity which the McKinley tariff has 
given the woolen industry, without any increase 
in prices of goods to the consumer, would be 
speedily changed to disaster. And the indigna- 
tion which the abolition of the wool duty would 
cause among the farmers would speedily result in 
the election of a Congress which would cut the 
duties on woolen goods still lower and assault 
protection all along the line. 

The Congressman does not appear to have 
studied the trade statistics closely. The wool- 
en industry was nota speciaily thriving one 
last year and is not now. The manufactur- 
ers have been grumbling all the time, and not 
even the threats of Judge Lawrence that if 
they did not keep quiet he would take away 
all protection have been able to silence them. 
It is true that the prices of so-called woolen 
goods have not advanced, but the great rea- 
son for that is that cotton is cheaper. It must 
not be forgotten that American woolen mills 
use about as much cotton as they do wool. 

Nor would the abolition of the wool duty 
cause any indignation among the real farm- 
ers. It might among the professional farm- 
ers of the Lawrence-Harpster type. But the 
New-Yorker, Ohioan, or Michigander who 
raises sheep in the hope that he may live by 
the sale of their fleeces would not be indig- 
nant. He wastold in 1890 that the higher 
duties on wool would enable him to sell his 
product for 10 cents a pound more. He sees 
it selling for four cents less. That has shaken 
his faith in wool duties, and he has no objec- 
tion to trying free wool for a little while, 
knowing that it cannot possibly make things 
worse than they are and may make them 
better. ; 


Tann seems to be little reason to doubt 
that the Economic Gas company has at last 
been sold out to the combine, and with it the 
people whose business was delayed and seri- 
ously lessened during the time occupied in 
laying certain pipes that have led up directly 
to this transfer. The terms of the sale are 
not stated, but it may be taken for granted 
that it is calculated the public shall pay for 1t 
in some way, and some people may even be 
so base as to entertain a suspicion that the 
said payment was prepared for in making out 
the bills for gas consumed last month.

PAUPER IMMIGRANTS FOR U. 8. 


Systematic Measures Taken by Other Gov- 
ernments to Dump Them on Our Shores, 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Paris, Feb. 19.—Mr. A. A. Hayes of New 
York, who has for years made the emigration 
question a subject of special study, said to- 
day: A distinguished Englishman recently 
said to me that the United States is now the 
Botany Bay for England.“ So far back as 


1881 the Land Commissioners authorized the 


guardians of the poor to give £200,000 in 
order to ship paupers to America. The United 
States Government protested, but the paupers 
reached the United States just the same. 
One committee sent over 8,000 paupers 
to the United States between 1882 and 1886. 
Another agency for the emigration of crim- 
inals is in London and is called the Pioneers 
Aid Society. So far as I know they make no 
attempt to conceal the business they are en- 
aged in. The Jewish Board of Guardians of 
ndon have shipped, between 1882 and 1886, 
8,429 Hebrew paupers principally Russians. 
It seems curious that Baron Hirsch, after hav- 
ing made statements to the New York Herald 
that he was going to send his Russian Jew 
emigrants to the Argentine Republic, 
be sending them to the United States, 
Sweden and Germany are regularly send- 
ing their criminals to America. Until recent- 
ly Switzerland did the same, and it requires 
all the vigilance of the American Consuls in 
Switzerland to prevent it. As to Italy, 16 is 
notorious that the worst criminals of that 
country are assisted to emigrate to the United 
States, and their number is rapidly mcreas-

CLAUSES OF IRISH BILL, 


It Meets e 


t Criticism from Irish 
Members—Some Side Issue Will Prob- 
ably Bring the End of Parliament—Close 
Vote on a Welsh Bill—House Counted 
Out for Thirty-three Members—Terrible 
Weather in England—The Montague 
Trial. feed 3

Lonpon, Feb. 19.—It is freely stated that 
the Irish Local Government bill as presented 
in the House of Commons last evening is the 
result of many stormy meetings of the 
Cabinet and that Mr. Balfour was 
more than once overruled. The Standard 


«admits this by saying that the bill is the re- 


sult ofa compromise and that its reception, 
asin the case of all compromises, has not 
been so satisfactory as its promoters could de- 
sire. While its reception last evening by the 
opposition and today by the press was the 
most ‘hostile ever given to a bill, yet 
there are now signs of a reaction 
setting in. The bill in orief gives rate- 
payers in Irish counties and baronies full pow- 
er to manage their own affairs, The franchise 
is the same as in England. The Irish councils 
in some respects are given more extensive 
functions than are possessed by similar bodies 
in Great Britain; and while England is wait- 
ing for district councils, Ireland is offered 
baronial councils immediately. 

As was expected the criticism of the Irish 
and Liberal members turned chiefly on the 
checks and safeguards, but few expected such 
& unanimous and sweeping condemnation. 
Whatever may be the fate of the vill, 
there is no chance of an appeal to 
the country on the measure, but 
everything intimates that the govern- 
ment is riding for a fall, aud that the dissolu- 
tion of Parliament will come when it is least 
expected. Defeat on some side issue would 
enable the n to appeal to the 
country without appearmg to have un- 
‘duly precipitated issolution in order 
to neglect pledges still unrealized, 
and at the same time the government 
would avoid alienating friends who object to 
some projected measures. The thin ice over 
which the government is skating was indi- 
cated by a vote in the House of Commons to- 
night when a resolution e re- 
gret at the appointment of a relsh 
justice, ignorant of the Welsh lan- 
guage, was rejected by -a majority of 
only 23. Attorney-General Webster and Mr. 
Balfour suppor the appointment. The au- 
nouncement of the figures of the vote was 
greeted with loud opposition cheers. A Con- 
servative member, F. G. Webster, under 
the cloak of a motion far the abolition 
of itliterate voters, then proceeded to 
make a rabid attack on the Irisb 
clergy. Many members, sick of the debate, 
immediately quitted the House and repaired 
to the lobbies and smoking-rooms, where 
knots of members were earnestly discussing 
the Irish bill. They soon flickered out, and 
when a member noticed that there were 
only thirty-three members present the House 
was counted out. The prospect of a chance of 
defeat does not conduce to the happiness of 
the government. There are nearly sixty Con- 
servative members who are notoriously unre- 
liable, while fifty others disapprove the gov- 
ernment’s Irish policy and will probably ab- 
sent themselves from the critical division. 

Severe Weather in Greut Britain. 

The weather in Great Britain this week has 
been most severe, with storma.,on land and sea 
throughout the week. In Yorkshire the 
weather is the coldest experienced in thirty 
years. The thermometer J nine de- 
grees below zero last evening in vonshire 
and Cornwall. A blizzard is raging today 
equal to thatof Jast year. The gale in the 
English Channel further endangers the posi- 
tion of the stranded steamship Eider and has 
stopped the work of salvage. Snow-storms 
of unusual violence are raging in Ireland 
tonight and railway trains are greatiy delayed 
and many are entirely blocked by the snow. 
Near Limerick there are drifts. At Queens- 
town a heavy gale prevails. It is expected, 
therefore, the steamships Adriatic and Ari- 
zona will go directly to Liverpool without 
touching at Queenstown.

Details of the Kebellion in Ceara, Brazil. 

Lonpon, Feb, 19.—A dispatch received in 
this city today from. Rio Janeiro brought de- 
tails of the outbreak reported yesterday from 
the province of Ceara, Brazil. The insurgents 
consisted of a body of students and of a force 
of soldiers, the latter of whom broke out in 
open rebellion to the authorities and by their 
complicity in the uprising added to the serious- 
ness of the affair, 

The combined force of the students and 
soldiers, when they had perfected their -plans 
proceeded to attack the residence of General 
Clarinds, the Governor of Ceara, with cannon 
handled with much effect. When news of the 
uprising had been learned, the police force 


and a large number of loyal citizens offered 


their services to the Governor, who barri- 
caded the residence and made all possible ar- 
rangements for resisting the attacks of the 
insurgents. They made a most stubborn re- 
sistance and defended the place against all 
the desperate assaults of the ene. 

A determined and bloody fight for the pos- 
session of the beleaguered buildimg was car- 
ried on by both sides. The Governor’s 
forces, however, were inferior in numbers 
to their opponents and besides were placed 
at a disadvantage in not having the use o 
cannon like the insurgents, and after a hotly- 
contested battle lasting for thirteén hours the 
Governor found that he would be unable 
to longer hold out against his enemies, 
and was at length forced to surrender to 
the insurgents, who triumphantly entered and 
took possession. The serious nature of the 
fighting may be judged when it is known that 
fourteen persons were killed during the asagpit 
on the Governor’s residence, and that a large 
number of both forces were wounded, many 
of them very seriously. 

When the insurgents succeeded in defeating 
the defenders of the building they at once de- 
posed the Governor and assumed control of 
affairs in the province. 


ROMAN LABORERS FAIL TO STRIKE. 


Determined Action of the Authorities Pre- 
vents—No Sign of Trouble. 

Roux, Feb. 19.—The threat made at the

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MRS. DEACON LOVED GAY SOCIETY, 
HER HUSBAND DID Nor. 


Abeille, the Murdered Man, Was at First 
Friend of Both, but He Became Too 
Attentive to the Wife—Mr. Deacon Be- 
came Suspicious and Moody—His Worst 
Fears (onfirmed, He Killed His Rival 
Public Sympathy Is With Rim. 
: (SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Cannes „Feb. 19.—The secret of the Deacon- 
Abeille murder which has created such a sen- 
sation here is as follows: 

Atthe time that Mr. and Mrs. Edward 
Parker Deaco n arrived in Paris the style of 
living which their ample means enabled them 
to adopt and the remarkable personal beauty 
of the lady at once put them on a footing of 
social prominence and they moved in the best 
circles of Parisian society. About three years 
ago they made the acquaintance of M. 
Emile Abeille, a leader in fashionable circles 
and well known in the best Parisian clubs. 
Mr. Parker Deacon met M. Abeille at the 
house of a friead, the two men were both 
about the same age and soon became the best 
of friends. 

Mrs. Deacon, who is the daughter of 
Admiral Baldwin, United States navy, by his 
first wife, is thoroughly Parisian in her tastes, 
and indulged her inclination for balls and 
other fashionable amusements to the full. 
Her husband is a man of rather morose and 
taciturn disposition, and seems to have 
shunned society as much as possible. This 
appears to have caused a breach between the 
husband and wife which widened as time 
wenton. Everything tended to increase the 
impossibility of their living in harmonp, for, in 
addition to the dislike Mrs. Deacon fet for 
her husband she daily grew more in sympathy 
with her husband’s friend, Abeille, who be- 
came a constant visitor, sometimes calling 
three or four times a day. Often he would 
come at three in the afternoon and remain 
until eleven at night, when he would take Mr. 
Parker Deacon away with him. 

Mr. Deacon Fegan to Grow Suspicious. 

This state of affairs went on for a long time 
before the unsuspicious husband could bring 
himself to doubt the fidelity of his wife or 
his friend, but the domestic affairs of the 
Deacon family were going from bad to worse, 
and Mr. Edward Rarker Deacon, becoming 
unmanned by his suspicion, ‘took to going 
home more or less under the influence of 
drink. On one occasion he left home at mid- 
night and took up his quarters at the Hotel 
Windsor, in the Rue de Rivoli; where he re- 
mained for several days, during which he was 
a prey to the deepest melancholy, thoroughly 
breaking down and drinking heavily. When 
he remained at home frightful scenes took 
place almost daily, in which the husband dis- 
played all the symptoms of intense jealousy 
and the wife all the moods of a petulant, way- 
ward woman. During his stay at the Hotel 
Windsor he behaved in a very violent manner. 
One occasion, win a dish of tatoes had 
been served insufficiently cooked, he fell into 
a violent passion and broke a pane of glass in 
the vestibule door with his fist, By degrees 
the estrangement between the husband and 
wife became final. Mrs. Parker Deacon pos- 
itively refused to occupy the same apartments 
or t> sit down to meals at same table with 
her husband. Meanwhile her friendly rela- 
tions with Abeille became more marked than 
ever. They were in the habit of “driving out 
in the Bois de Boulogne and were frequently 
seen in each other’s company at various places 
of amusement, and also at the English tea- 
rooms in the Rue Castaglione. After living 
for some years in a m ificent suite of apart- 
ments at No. 14 Rue Pierre Charon, the a- 
cons decided to change their residence. 
Abeille e himself in valuable in escorting 
Mme. acon. 

Mrs. Deacon is a very attractive lady of 30, 
blonde, and of medium height, with large, 
sympathetic eyes and an agreeable manner. 
She was always a great favorite in male soci- 
ety and has many admirers. In this way M. 
Abeille became so thoroughly identified with 
the Deacon family that, without feeling that 
there was any absolute grounds for jealousy, Mr. 
Deacon became slightly irritated at Abeille's 
constant presence, and the former friendship 
between the two men gradually cooled. 

For this reason, when Mrs. Deacon, with 
her children and maids, came to Cannes 
earlier in the season and went first to the 
Hotel Windsor, Mr. Deacon, following shortly 
after, expressed great annoyance when he 
learned that Abeille had likewise arrived at 
the same hotel and was at that very time stop- 
ping there. Unable on account of his busi- 
ness affairs to remain at Cannes Mr. Deacon 
insisted upon his wife changmgto another 
house, and she accordingly went to the Hotel 
Splendide, where she selected for herself a 
salon and bedroom on the entresol. 

Mrs. Deacon Begged for Mercy. 1 

Taking up the story of the killing from the 
point where Abeille was left dying in the hall 
directly before the door of Mrs. Deacon’s 
room and Mr. Deacon was restrained by the 
people from the neighboring tooms from 
rushing at his wife, it appears that after all 
the parties had become somewhat calmer 
they entered the room, where Mrs. Deacon 
hysterically implored her husband not to fire 
again upon Abeille or to kill her. Mr. Deacon 
was as coc as could be expected during the 
whole of these exciting incidents, and looking 
at his wife as she spoke he said; “I will not 
shoot you for the sake of our children. III 
leave you to give myself up to the police.“ 

He then turned and left the room and as he 
passed Abeille he stooped over and asked him 
if he was badly wounded. Abeille could only 
respond with adrop of his head; then Deacon 
said the wounded man should be carried to 
his room. At this time all the people in the 
building, certainly all those on the entresol, 
had gathered about the room and the servants 
game running up, but finding Deacon with a 
revolver in his hand and spots of blood on 
him they rushed back again. Mr. Deacon 
then left the hotel and went straight to the 
Commissaire of Police and spent the re- 
mainder of the night in one of the rooms 
there. Deacon being a man of distinguished 
appearance and well known at Cannes, he was 
not confined in a cell. Meanwhile Abeille 
was carried into hisroom. He was partially 
dressed and the blood was streaming from his 
wounds and soaked his clothes. A doctor was 
sent for and on his arrival he pronounced the 
case a serious one, 

Everything poseible was done for him, but 
he had a poor constitution and was by no 
means strong, although he was still a young 
man, being only a little over 30 years of age. 
It was about 8 o’clock in the morning when 
he lost consciousness from loss of blood, and 
he died shortly after. 

Mr. Deacon's Testimony Before the Police 
Court, 

Early yesterday morning the police authori- 
ties of Grasse, the Town of Cannes being a 
part of that arrondissement, were communicat- 
ed with and the Judge d' Iustruetionꝰ and 
„ Procureur Ame down in the afternoon 
and interrogated Mr. Deacon. He recoun 
all the details as related above in the pres- 
ence of Dr. de Valecourt, the American Vice- 
Consul at Cannes. He was asked whether he 
intended to bring an action, Against his wife 
since he could do 20 according to French law. 
Mr. Deacon inquired whether this would 
necessitate Mrs. Deacon being taken into cus- 
tody, and, upon receiving a reply in the at- 


firmative, he said: 
No, I shall not lay any complaint for the sake 
of my children. Nor did 1 intend to kill M. 
Abeille; I only wished to mark him; 1 have had 
my suspicions for some years that my wife was 
misconduct herseif with Abeille, but when 1 
caught them I did not desire to take his life. My 
wife has been living most extravagantly for some 
time and ing large sums upog dress, but 
still Ishall not take any criminal proceedings 
against her. I placed myself in the hands of the 
police and [ think I onght to be set at liberty. 1 
give you my word of honor to present mysel 
trial when called upon to do so. 

Upon this assurance the Judge d' Instruction 
decided to allow Mr. Deacon 2 the night 
with Dr. Valecourt, who pl his house at 
the unfortunate man’s disposal. 

At 10°o’clock this morning Mr. Deacon was 
taken by the Chief Commissaire to the Hotel, 
de Ville at Grasse, where the details of the in- 
vestigation were formally reported to him. 
Then he was set at liberty upon his own 
recognizan although the Judge stipulated 
he should reside in Grasse until the assizes. 
He will be indicted for the murder of M. 
Abeille and tried at the next Nice Assizes at 
the end of March. ;

EXPLOSIVES ON THE RAILS. 


Attempts to Wreck a Santhern Pacific Pas- 
senger-Train by Their Use, 
BAKERSFIELD, Cal., Feb. 19.—As the south- 


bound passenger-train on the Southern 
Pacitic railroad was pearing Paso 
last night, and while three miles 
north of. that station, the engi- 


neer saw by the lightof the headlight a 
queer-iooking object lying near the right-hand 
rail. He was so close to the obstruction that 
it would have been impossible to stop his 
train in time avoid striking it, even if it 
had been of sufficient size to look dangerous. 
He paid little attention to it. 

When the driving wheels of the locofnotive 
passed over the object there was a territic ex- 
plosion and the cab was enveloped in a sheet 
of flame.

WOULD BRING CHAOS IN THE ARMY. 


Many Newly Promoted Officers Would Be 
Outranked by Present Juniors. 

Sr. Paul, Minn., Feb. 19.— [Special. |—The 
army officers at Fort Snelling and at the de- 
partment headquarters in St. Paul are trying 
to figure on what may follow the passage of 
the Outhwaite bill through the Senate. The 
bill passed the House Monday and there 
seems no doubt in the minds of army men 
that it will also pass the Senate. The prob- 
ability is viewed with alarm by the newly 
promoted Captains, as it will at once give 
seniority to men who, though perhaps ten or 
fifteen years longer in the army, are still 
junior officials as a result of the system of 
promotions in vogue. The bill provides that 
promotions in the several arms of the service 
up to the grade of Colonel shall be by seniority 
in the next lower grade, according to the orig- 
inal entry into the regular service as a com- 
missioned officer. While the old service mer 
welcome it as ajust measure, the recently 
promoted officers below the grade of Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel view the prospect with alarm. 
Altogether the effect of the bill’s passage will 
be to turn things inside out for a time at 
least, but justice will be done a great number 
of men who have grown gray in the service. 


WANT THE DRAINAGE LAW REPEALED. 


Mayor Washburne and Others Said to Have 
Signed a Petition to That Effect, 

A new petition to the Illinois General As- 
sembly is being circulated asking for the re- 
peal of the Drainage law. Itis being.signed 
by many leading citizens. A man to whom it 
was presented for signature, said yesterday:

The Hardin Measure in the New Jersey 
legislature May Stop Litigation, 

Trenton, N. J., Feb. 19.—The beef syndic- 
ate and the Allerton Packing company of 
Chicago are carrying their fight into the 
Legislature as well as the courts of the 
State. The Allerton company stands for all 
the packers outside the stock-yards trust. 
The discovery that the Hardin bill, about 
which so much has been said during the last 
fortnight, will, if it passes, stop the litigation 
now in progress between the rival beef cor- 
porations, has caused the packers to work 
vigorously against the measure, and at a 
hearing to be given Tuesday next some bitter 
fighting will take place. 


THREE NEW CASES OF TYPHUS FOUND. 


The First Death Since the Appearance of 
the Disease in New York. 

New York, Feb. 19.—Three new cases of 
typhus fever were discovered today and the 
first death occurred since the appearance of 
the disease.

It is this earnest and even intense advo- 
cacy of silver that has made him one of the best- 
known men in the House. 

In the Fifty-first Congress when Mr. Reed was 
using his power as Speaker to embarrass the 
friends of silver Mr. Bland took the floor almost 
daily in denunciation of the course pursued. His 
language at times was as strong at that which 
brought Mr. Bynum under the formal censure of 
the House, but somehow the Missourian was not 
brought to task.

What Will Happen to the Democrats if 
Tue Pass Free Silver. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Feb. 19.—The House 
was called. to order today by Mr. Kerr, its 
Clerk, who read a communication from the 
Speaker designating Mr. McMillin of Ten- 
nessee as Speaker pro tem. for the day. In 
his prayer the Chaplain invoked the divine ibe 
tection of the Senators, Representatives, 
members of the press in their trip to Chicago.

First Consignment of Gold to Europe Since 
July 25 Last. 

New Tonx. Feb. 19.— [Special.] Wall street 

had something to talk about today when it was 


learned that Heidelbach, Ickelheimer & Co., 
foreign brokers, had ordered $500,000 in gold 
for shipment to Europe on today’s steamers. 
Stock Exchange operators interested on 
the bear side of the market endeav- 
ored to create a sort of scare, but 
conservative bankers apd others united 
in saying that they saw reason for alarm, 
especially as therm h which the ship- 
ment was made had declared that the exporta- 
tion was a special shipment for the continent 
not based on the high price of foreign ex- 
change.

increase in net earnings has been $450,000, 
The general remarks by President Blackstone, 


which have proved such an interesting feature 


of previous reports, are missing in this one. 
The result of the year’s operations has been so 
satisfactory that President Blackstone evi- 
dently did not deem it necessary to make new 
suggestions for the improvement of the condi- 
tion of American railways. 

The report shows that at e end of the year 
the company operated 843.40 miles of first 
main track and 82.99 miles of additional main 
track, together with 222.63 miles of sidetrack. 
All main tracks and nearly all sidetracks used 
for passing trains are laid with steel rails. 
The standard weight of steel rails on the road 
is seventy pounds a yard. | 

The lines of railway operated by the com- 
pany, the bridges over ses Mississippi and 
Missouri Rivers, and all other property appur- 
tenant thereto were owned by it, subject to 
the mortgages and other obligations. No 


change in the amount of capital stock of the 


company has been made during the last year. 
The obligations of the company have been re- 
duced during the year by the purchase 
cancellation of $74,000 of its 6 per cent sink- 
ing fund gold bonds and $13,000 of the bonds 
of the Mississippi River Bridge company. 
During the last eight years there has been no 
increase in the capital stock of the company, 
except 803 shares issued in exchange for an 
equal number of shares of the St. Louis, Jack- 
sonville and Chicago railroad.

ALEXANDER CLARK, ander was born Feb. 
25, 1826 in Washington County, Pennsylvania. 
His father was the son of his inaster, an Irish- 
man of the name of George Darner. 

The boy Alexander had few opportunities 
for systematic study, and at 13 he was work- 
ing in a barber-shop in Cincinnati. Here he 
attended school in a desultory way until Oc- 
tober, 1841, when he became a bartender on 
the old steamer George Washington. But life 
on the river did not suit him, and in 1842 he 
settled in Muscatine, then a raw frontier 
town, and opened à barber-shop, which he 
conducted until 1868. He he d been frugal all 
these years, and so when ill-health menaced 
him he had a little capital saved up with 
which to embark in a more active avocation. 
He bought a little town property, leased tim- 
ber lands, contracted to supply steamers on 
the river with wood, speculated here and there 
when opportunity offered to turn an honest 
penny—and so came finally to a position of 
independence bordering on affluence. 

It was the exigency of war, however, which 
first calle@ young Clark into prominence. 
He enlisted in 1863 in the First Iowa Colored 
Cavalry and received the appointment of 
Sergeant-Major, but was refused muster on 
account of physical disability. Deterred from 
going to the front he became one of the most 
active agents in the West in gathering re- 
cruits for the army. 

A Republican both from principle and 
gratitude he early took an active part in or- 
ganizing his people in Iowa. 

In 1869 he was- appointed by the Colored 
State convention a delegate to the National 
convention of his race at Washington, and by 
this latter organization he was appointed 
Chairman of the committee charged with the 
duty of bringing to the attention of Congress 
the claims of colored soldiers and sailors to 
an equality with their white copatriots in 
the matter of pensions and bounties, An- 
other honor bestowed upon him in this con- 
vention was his appointment as a member of 
the committee to wait upon President Grant 
and Vice-President Colfax to tender to them 
the congratulations of the colored people of 
the United States upon their election. 

In 1869 he was Vice-President of the Iowa 
Republican confention, and from then on he 
was usually a delegate and could generally be 
heard upon the floor at some time during the 
deliberations. In 1872 he was appointed oy 
the Republican State convention a delegate-at- 
large to the Philadelphia convention which 
nominated Grant and Wilson. Following this 
other political honors were at one time or an- 
other thrust upon him, but his first reeogni- 
tion from the President came in 1873, when he 
was appointed Consul at Aux Cayes, Hayti. 
He declined the position owing to the small- 
ness of the salary, remarking to friends that 
“if he could not live as well while an officer 
of the United States he would rather remain a 
private citizen and retain his self respect. 

wife of Alexander Clark was Miss 
Catherine Griffin, of mixed African and In- 
dian blood, to whom he was*wedded at Iowa 
City in 1848, and by whom he has had five 
children. : 

Late in life he studied law and graduated 
from che law department of the State Uni- 
versity. In fact the predominatmg charac- 
teristic of the man was his indomitable de- 
termination not to be thwarted in the achieve- 
ment of any end by age. He wanted to fill 
every sphere open to him—to blaze out the 
way that other members of his race commg 
after might find the struggle not so hard. In 
this he was largely successful, for he will be 
remembered as a most upright man and citi- 
zen and his example will long remain to 
afford encouragenient to other self-reliant, 
ambitious members of his race.

A. O. KENTER CARRIED AWAY $20,000. 


The President of Carrolls Citizens’ Bank 
and His Queer Transactions, 

Carton, Ia., Feb. 19.—[Special.]—Presi- 
dent ©. A. Kentner of the Citizens’ State 
Bank, a leading citizen and business-man, 
ran away Wednesday night with a lot of ready 
money. He took his wife and about $20,000 
with him on the night Chicago Hyer. Kentner 
has been a resident of Carroil for twenty 
years. Two years ago he was worth $50,000, 
but bad deals in lands, cattle, horses, etc., 
caused heavy losses and it is thought that he 
has taken with him $20,000 of other people’s 


money. He is 38 years old a 
native of Indiana. ffortg are being 
made for his app nsion and return. 


It was known for several weeks that Kent- 
ner’s transactions were questionable and his 
connection with the bank must necessarily 
soon terminate. The crisis was forced by a 
deal with G. W. Wattles, a leading capitalist 
of the town. Kentner owned half of a splen- 
did business block in which the Citizens’ k 
is located. On Jan. 1 he signed a contract 
conveying his interest in the block to Mr. 
Wattles, and in a day or so he returned and 
informed the latter that he would need about 
$3,000 to arrange his affairs so as to make the 
transfer of the realty. He obtained that 
amount on his personal note, but was still 
slow in making the transfer, and again he re- 
turned on the 6th inst. and obtained $2,000 
more for the purpose of placing the transfer 
beyond the possibility of a doubt. But still 
he procrastinated. Five years ago Wattles 
was his business partner, and knowing the 
man at once suspected him of an attempt to 
defraud and accused him of it. 

Investigation proves that Kentner had in 
the meantime transferred all his property to 
relatives, and before the real estate could be 
attached deeds were recorded and took pre- 
cedence. Kentuer, seemg his inevitable arrest 
for obtaining money under false pretenses, 
left with his wife on the Chicago flyer Wednes- 
day night. Then his crookedness with other 
parties came to light. In several instances he 
sold hundreds of head of cattle to feeders, 
taking notes and chattel mortgage paper, the 
sale of which he negotiated with brokers in 
Davenport and himself guaranteeing pay- 
ment. He then went to feeders and took the 
fat cattle, sold them, and pocketed the money.

Nebraska Rustlers” Strung Up to Posts 
and Trees—One of the First Ones Capt- 
ured Saved His Life by Telling the 
Names of Those Who Were Also Mem- 
bérs of the Party—How Those Whom He 
Implicated Met Their Death—Riddled 
with Bullets and Left Hanging.

The vigorous methods being pursued by the 

cattlemen in Wyoming and Western South 

Dakota for the suppression of the numerous 

bands of cattle and horse thieves recalls in- 

stances of almost similar character that oc- 
curred during early days in Eastern Dakota 


referred to, about fifteen years ago, Dakota 
and Northern Nebraska were but thiniy set-

tled, but the men composing the meager popu- 
lation were fully equal to the emergency, and 
when once a beginning had been made soon 
broke up and routed the different bands that 
were engaged in running off cattle and hofses 
belonging to farmers. 

One of the worst bands in existence at that 
time was known as the ‘“‘ Culbertson gang.“ 
In 1871 August Culbertson and family re- 
moved from Clay County to the vicinity of 
Springfield, Bonhomme County, Dak. In 
the family were four boys—Andrew, Hanson, 
Nelson, and August Jr.—and a daughter 
named Sarah, all small children varying in 
age from 2 to 12 years. The career of the 
boys was an eventful one and well worth re- 
cording. Even at an early age they developed 
traits that led them to commit many petty 
depredations in the vicinity of their home. 
As early as 1877 farmers in that section began 


fastened the crimes on the Culbertson boys. 
On several occasions the oldest boy. Andrew, 
was arrested and lodged in jail, but all this 
failed to reclaim himself and brothers from 
the evil path they had chosen, Finally the 
people became weary of the failure of the 
efforts to reform the boys and the farmers 
put guards over their cattle and horses as 
well as over the boys. 

Finding that things were becoming too 
warm for them the boys and a number of 
their fallowers went to Northern Nebraska. 
Establishing headquarters in a convenient spot 
the boys and their friends continued operationg. 
Their mode of working was to come to the 
Counties of Yankton, Bonhomme, and 
Charles Mix, on the Dakota side of the Mis- 
souri River, steal cattle and horses from the 
scattering farmers through this territory, run 
them off to Nebraska, where they would be dis- 
posed of. They also operated in the Niobrara 

alley in Nebraska, and in addition were 
charged with stealing ponies from the Indians 
on the Sioux Reservation. The notorious Doc 
Middleton and gene had previously operated 
in the Niobrara Valley, and the farmers there 
were very, bitter against the rustlers who 
had well nigh ruined them. Accordingly, 
when the presence of the new gang of thieves 
had become known, the farmers in order to 
protect themselves were compelled to organ- 
1e a Vigilance committee, 


Cuibertson Made to Confesa. 


They soon got after the Culbertson boys, 
succeeding in capturing two of them, Andrew 
and Hanson. While preparations were being 
made to hang Andrew, who was the greatest 
coward in the gang, he begged for his life 
and promised to tell the names of all per- 
sons belonging to the band, and point out as 
far as possible stolen stock then in possession 
of the theives, providing the committee would 
spare his life, The vigilantes finally con- 
cluded that if he shouid give them the infor- 
mation promised they would turn him over to 
the proper authorities, where he could be 
dealt with according to law. He gave. the 
names of Weatherwax, Hoyt, Qld Man Wade, 
his brothers. Kid Wade, and others who 
had been suspected of horse stealing for 
many years and were then in that section of 
the country. It was also reported that he 
pointed out some sixty head of horses and 
ponies that the band had secreted in various 
guiches in the vicinity, preparatory to running 
them off and selling them. Andrew was then 
turned over to the State officers by the vigi- 
lantes, together with the information. he had 
divulged, He was afterwards sentenced to 


Pennitentiary. 

Hanson Culbertson, the other brother capt- 
ured by the vigilance committee, was found a 
few days afterward hanging toa tree, with 
his body riddled with bullets and his legs 
eaten off by coyotes.

The three despera- 
does were promptly executed, Weatherwax 
and Old Man Wade being shot todeath and 
Hoyt being hung. Hoyt's father resided in 
the valley, and the vigilantes, knowing him to 
have frequently harbored the thieves, rode to 
his house, set fire to it, and told the old man 
to leave the country forthwith or suffer the 
consequences. Kid Wade, one of the 
worst and most daring of the thieves, was 
captured in Iowa a year or two afterwards. 
He was brought back and turned over to the 
Sheriff of Holt County, Neb., who took him 
toa hotel in a small town on the Elkhorn 
road to remain over night, prior to placmg 
him in jail the next day. 


Hanged to a Telegraph- Post. 


During the night a small crowd assembled 
at the hotel, took Wade from the Sheriff, and 
proceeding to a telegraph-post near the town, 
threw a rope over the cross-piece on the post, 
placed it around the neck of the doomed man, 
and drew him up, His body was found hang- 
ing to the post the next morning. The vigor- 
ous crusade of the vigilance committee thor- 
oughly cleaned the thieves from the valley; 
the escaped desperadoes going to different 
portions of the West. This committee was 


It was not known who was the 
leader or who any of the men were who com- 
posed it, but they did their work in a manner 
that won the praise of all frontier people.

| survivors from the wreck of the English bark 


Ferndale, an iron vessel of 1,271 tons, that left 
New South Wales on Nov. 5. 1891, with coal 
ballast for Portland, Ore. About the middle 
of January it arrived off the Washington 
coast, and tacked up and down for two weeks, 
trying to get into the mouth of the Columbia, 
In the fog and darkness of the early morning 
of Jan. 29 it was driven by a southwesterly 
gale on the coast about fifteen miles north of 
Gruy’s Harbor, in this State. Of the crew of 
twenty only three were saved, and they owe 
their lives to the heroism of Mrs. White. 

The bark had been drifting all night, but at 
8o’clock she was pooped by an immense 
wave, Which came over the stern, filled the 
deck, and nearly carried the man at the wheel 
overboard. He attempted to put her about, 
but she struck on the sands. She rolled to 
starboard, with her masts seaward. The 
breakers smashed the bulwarks, swept off the 
hatches, and tore the interior woodwork into 
bits. Carl Oscar Johnson. a sailor confined 
in his bunk by a broken leg, was drowned in 
a few minutes, Capt. blair gave his men life- 
preservers, but he said in despair, “They are 
of no use. Nothing could save a man in such 
a sea as this,“ Nine of the men got into one 
of the boats and tried to lower it, but it fouled 
with wreckage. Then Cari Carlson, Peter 
Patterson, and Eric Sondberg climbed into 
the rigging. The other six staid in the boat, 
hoping the next wave would lift her clear, but 
that wave, which came clear over the main 
yardarm, crushed the boat against the hull 
and the men went down. 

There were then thirteen men in different 
parts of the rigging—the Captain in the miz- 
zen, five on the mainmast, and seven in the 
fore rigging. Although the water was not 
bitterly cold the wind was rew, and the spray 
nearly froze on the men as they clung to the 
ropes. From the Canadian line to the bound- 
ary of Mexico there is no lonelier part of the 
Pacific coast than the wild and almost unset- 
tled stretch between the mouth of Gray’s 
Harbor and the Strait of Juan de Fuca. 
When the eastern sky began to grow gray 
with the dawn one of the men, a New Zea- 
lander, took off his clothes, leaped into the 
sea, and swam for the shore. On the day fol- 
lowing the storm his dead body was picked up 
by Indians of the Quiniault reservation some 
miles further nortn on the beach. The surg- 
ing water in the hold made the deck heave 
with each roll of the vessel. The straining 
timbers gave way after a while, and the deck 
floated out with the wreckage. . At the same 
time the foremast fell, carrying down with it 
the seven men. 

Eric Sondberg, one of the survivors, in 
speaking of his experience, said: I knew 
that before long the other masts would go by 
the board, and, as day had broken, I deter- 
mined to swim for life. Fasteninga life-buoy 
under my arms and kickmg off my shoes, I 
watched my chance, slip down the rigging, 
and plunged iato thecrest ofa wave. I was 
so stiff and cramped with cold that I should 
surely have drowned had it not been for the 
life-preserver; but the water was warmer than 
the biting air, ana after a little while I began 
to swim. 
very bottom and rolled over and over on the 
sand; the next moment I would be tossed on 
the crest of a breakertwenty or thirty feet 
high, and then almost smothered by a follow- 
img comber, By and by I lost consciousness, 
and when I came to myself I was lying 
on the beach and a woman was leaning over 

Mrs. White is a strong, fair-faced woman of 
about 30 years, the wife of a rancher, Edward 
White, has a claim of government timber 
land not far from the scene of the wreck and 
a log cabin within sight of the ocean. Early 
in the morning they had seen the stranded 
bark and had come down to the beach to see 
if they could render assistance. Mr. White 
ran a little way to the north, for he thought 
the current, which was setting in that direc- 
tion, might have borne some bodies to the 
sand pit there, but his wife staia opposite 
the vessel. Soon after her nusband had left 
her she saw a body in the breakers. Wading 
in, shepulled it out, and after she had rolled 
it on the sand to free the lungs from water the 
5 showed signs of life.

* soon as he was fairly conscious she di- 
rected him to the cabin near by, where a rous- 
ing tire was burning and coffee and food had 
been prepared. He had gone about half way 
to the house when he heard cries for help, and, 
turning, he saw Mrs. White up to her waist in 
water and dragging Carlson to the shore. 
The man was conscious, but had been bat- 
tered terribly by the waves. Sondberg helped 
him to the house, but in a few minutes they 
heard another call from the beach. Running 
out they found Mrs. White up to her neck, 
but clinging to Patterson. The undertow was 
sweeping out and she lost her footing several 
times. Once or twice Sondberg thought the 
man and the brave woman would go down, 
but after a hard struggle she brought him 
safely to land. 

They were the only survivors. The Captain, 
when last seen, was clinging to the mizzen 
rigging. During the day the bodies of First 
Mate Galesboro and Seaman John Anderson 
were washed ashore. Each had a life pre- 
server firmly strapped under bis arms. An- 
derson’s skull had been crushed and his flesh 
badly cut and bruised. Evidently he had been 
dashed against the iron hull. Monday the 
bodies of O Brien, Olsen, and the cook, whose 
name is unknown, came ashore. 

The place of the wreck is so remote from 
any village that only a meager report of the 
wreck reached ¢his city and Portland the Sun- 
day following, and full details could not be 
learned for more than ten days. 


THEY FOUGHT AT THE DANCE. 


A Swede Railroader Starts a Row Which 
Ends in the Corralling of the Party. 

SPoKANE, Munt., Feb. 17.—[Special.]—In- 
telligence has just reached here of a riot last 
night at Sand Point, Idaho, a booming town 
on the Great Northern railroad. It was the 
opening night of a dance house and twenty of 
the most notorious women on the coast, sev- 
eral hundred railroad hands, gamblers, and 
thugs filled a large building with a rough 
board bar clear across one end.

Mrs. Emery today 
was cheerfully sitting up in a recking chair, 
and, as her mother remarked, a different 
woman from the one she was a few weeks ago.

Col. Hecker joined the. Union forces at the 
breaking out of the Civil War and he was 
placed in command, of an Illinois regiment.

Rombauer of St. Louis, and the late Col, 
Brentano of Chicago, Many of the German 
citizens in this section of Southern Illinois 
took a hand in the German revolution, and 
after the cause was lost they fled from the 
country.

Studies in Chaucer,” by Prof. Lounsbury. 

The revival of interest in Chaucer is equally 
creditable to and characteristic of the age. 
The breadth and urbanity, the humor and 
sweetness of that great writer have always 
been more or less recognized; modern critics 
accord hum a place in the highest rank of the 
hierarchy of letters. In some respects, m- 
deed, as Prof, Lounsbury points out, the poet 
resembles the men of the eighteenth century. 
** There are certain characteristics of his writ- 
ings with which the men of that age would 
have been in fullest sympathy had they been 
sufficiently familiar with his language to un- 
derstand them. ‘The clearness and ease which 
distinguish the early poet’s work, the uniform- 
ly low level upon which he moves, the utter 
absence of shock and strain, the indefinable 
charm and geniality of his manner would have 
specially recommended him to the favor of 
that large body of cultivated readers then liv- 
ing who had been trained under the influence 
of French literature, were largely swayed by 
its canons of taste, and felt most keenly the at- 
tractiveness of its methods of expression. For 
in those qualities in which that literature ex- 
cels, Chaucer has come nearer to it than any 
other author of our tongue. Its lightness, 
its grace, the perfect proportion of part to 
part, the perfection of finish, the 
delicacy yet brilliancy of touch, the archness 
of the satire as contrasted with the downnght 
English directness, the exquisite bonhomie— 
all these, which supremely characterize the 
finest French art, are the very traits which 
distinguish Chaucer most from the other writ- 
ers of our speech.“ But the simplicity of 
Chaucer’s diction would have repelled an 
eighteenth century reader, whose taste in 
poetry was affec by artificial models. Ad- 
mirers of Hamerton, Morley, and Arnold will 
certainly appreciate the French qualities of 
Chaucer, nér will they find in his language 
that rudeness which in Pope’s time was 
regarded as a Chaucerian trait. 

The title, Studies in Chaucer,” affords no 
indication of the 19 > and dimensions of this 
remarkable work. In three volumes, each 
containing over 500 pages, Prof. Lounsbury 
examines the life and writings of Chaucer in 
almost every possible aspect and relation, and 
this with a thoroughness and acumen that 
cannot but impress the most careless reader. 
His ripe scholarship, fine taste, sound and 
well-trained critical faculty, and polished lit- 
erary style are qualifications rarely united in 
a single author. As he says himself in effect 
e dg not quote him verbally—* Our men 
of tast@ are not scholars, and our scholars are 
not men of taste.“ The unfortunate divorce 
between English letters and English scholar- 
ship is responsible for the various moderniza- 
tions which have reflected the beauties of 
Chaucer in a glass, darkly.“ So. late as 
1841 another such modernization was 
attempted on a very extensive scale. Many 
distinguished writers were asked to codéperate 
in the undertaking. Among these was Landor, 
who replied to the projectors: ‘Pardon me 
if I say I would rather see Chaucer quite 
alone, in the dew of his sunny morning, than 
with twenty gentlefolks about him, arrang 
his shoestrings and buttoning his doublet. 
will have no hand in breaking his dim but 
rich-painted glass to put in, if.clearer, much 
thinner panes. To readers who ignorantly 
pronounce Him “harsh and rugged the old 
poet might well address the reply of Orlando 
to Jaques: I pray you, mar no more of my 
verses with reading them ill-favoredly.“ For 
those who have mastered the secret of Chau- 
cer’s rhythm there are few poets in the lan- 
guage to compare with him in melody. 

Prof, Lounsbury considers the translation 
of the Romance of the Rose, the authen- 
ticity of which has been questioned, a genuine 
Chaucerian work. On this point, as on every 
other, his judgment can only be impeached or 
confirmed by scholars as competent as him- 
self, and of such, unfortunately, there are very 
Prof. Lounsbury also attacks the tra- 


ditional opinion of Chaucer’s learning. Un- 


doubtedly Chaucer was not an accurate or 


profound scholar in the modern sense, but 
judged by the standard of his time—and 
Chaucer, remember, was aman of affairs as 
well as a man of letters—his accomplishments 
were remarkable. The honors paid to Chhucer 
as a reformer of the English language are not 
entirely merited, in the author’s judgment. 
„The truth of the matter is that no great 
writer goes about consciously refining and 
purifying a language. It is the improvement 
and refinement of his own language which 
occupies his mind constantly. It is with the 
effort to express purely and effectively what 
he has to say that he busies himself. I 
a man of genius does this in any 
age, heis certain toexert a powerful effect 
upon the speech. The admiration he inspires 
is sure to beget an imitation which makes all 
his peculiarities of expression and diction 
familiar and sometimes universal.“ Equally 
judicious are the author’s remarks on the 
genial skepticism of Chaucer, his realism, his 
artistic conscience, in all of which matters the 
poet’s standpoint was curiously modern. Of 
Chaucer’s attacks on celibacy, for example, 
Prof. Lounsbury says: It is almost impossi- 
ble to doubt after reading his words that he in 
the fourteenth century had leaped to the same 
conclusion which modern science has at last 
painfully demonstrated, though it was not 
permissible for him to express it save after a 
blunt and even coarse fashion.“ Chaucer's 
views of the relation of morality to art are 
thus interpreted by Prof. Lounsbury: ‘‘ There 
may not be anything too rude or even too 
ainful for art, but there are some things too 
oathsome. That which disgusts or revolts 
the minds of all is outside the province of true 
art, and must therefore not be handled.” 
Such an artistic creed might fairly be accepted 
by many of our best modern writers. 
One dangerous gift the author has—a gift, 
too, of which he is not chary—we mean his 
caustic and cynical wit. The arrows of his 
crabbed aloquence ”’ are aimed at meny a 
mark; at critics, commentators, modern ten- 
dencies, even at universal human nature. 
Generally, but not always, his hits are equally 
amusing and well-deserved ; as when he speaks 
of “ men, with souls presumably capable of 
being lost or saved, finding noteworthy resom- 
blances in the writings, of Bacon and 
Shakd¢peare,” or observes, apropos of Leland’s 
praise of Gower (“much especially did he 
sweatin verse): There is an unintended 
accuracy of statement in this last remark, for 
the poetry of Gower is nuch more a product 
of perspiration than of inspiration.” But one 
is vaintully reminded of Macaulay and his 
rough-and-ready method with opponents, 
when within three pages one meets with re- 
marks like these: That class of half-edu- 
cated men who assiduously enter upon the work

Mr, Cun- 
ningham makes the practical suggestion that 
after all, and in spite of its severity and hard- 
ships, the struggle for existence is the only 
force which will produce the results now 
visible, and that 2 relaxation of its pressure 
upon the human will must only turn back the 
tide of civilization by impoverishing the race, 
ins of impovcrishing those alone whose 
moral or physical capacities disqnalify them 
for the struggle. 

The same good sense is shown by the author 
in discussing “starvation wages”? and the 
consumer. He insists upon divided responsi- 
bility in this matter, It is not the employer 
alone that is to blame for this state of things, 
but quite as much the purchaser who buys in 
the cheapest market and then joins a “ Society 
for Repreasing the Cupidity and Tyranny<of 
Employer.“ Mr. Cunningham seems to sug- 
gest that not merely the capitalist is in need 
of reformation, but that the moral level of 
the consumer must be raised to a higher 
standard. Nothing could be truer, and the 
consumer should first cast the beam out of his 
own eye. So much we may say without at- 
ee orintending to exculpate the cap- 
italist. 

From a scientific standpoint the author 
should be criticised for attempting to narrow 
the conception of capital after expressly an- 
nouncing his intention to use terme as ordi- 
narily employed in conversation. With this 
exception his work is quité free from blame 
and it will prove very useful to those for 
whom it is designed. (New York: Charles 
Scribner’s Sons.)

Brief Mention. 

A fascinating story for boys is Men of 
Iron,“ by Howard Pyle, Ulustrated by the 
author in his own effective style.

C. H. SMITH WANTS A STOCK PUR- 
CHASE SET ASIDE. 


He Claims That He Was Demented When 
He Bought an Interest in the Russell 
Street Carette Company and Wants the 


hind an Order in the Stock-Yards Liti- 
gation—Other Court ees head Record 
and the Call for Tuesday. 


Judge Wright has on bearmg the bin filed 
by Charles Henry Smith to cancel the pur- 
chase of stock in the Russell Street Carette 
eompany, which he claims he made while in- 
sane, In May, 1889, Smith al’eges, he became 
so weak of mind and memory that he was in- 
capacitated from transacting ordinary busi- 
ness affairs. June 25, 1890, when he was suffer- 
ing from a total loss ‘of memory, he purchased 
twenty-five shares of the ¢apital stock of the 
Carette company for $3,125, which is said to 
be largely in excess of a fair price, A month 
later he agreed to purchase eighteen shares of 
earette stock from Dr, Fred L. Pond of 
Aurora for $2,160. He failed to carry out his 
agreement and Pond sued him and recovered 
judgment. The Sheriff subsequently sold the 
stock unter execution to Pond for $688. Dur- 
ing these transactions, Smith declares, he was 
not of sound mind. When he became well he 
demanded from the company the return of 
his money for his stock, and this was refused. 

The court is asked to cancel the stock and to 
compel the company to refund, and also to 
restrain Pond from attempting to enforce his 
judgment. The defendants deny that Smith 
was insane, or that he was unable to attend to 
business at the time. That the stock was not 
worth more than 50 cents is also denied. 


n Behind the Order. 

There is something back of an order entered by 
Judge Collins yesterday in the Stock-Yards litiga 
tion, but what the*mystery is the attorneys refuse 
to divulge, although they afimit that it is an im- 
portant move. In the dozen suits brought by the 
non-associate packers against the Union Stock- 
Yards and Transit company and the three king 
packers, an agreement was entered into pending 
a motion for temporary injunction to restrain the 
defendants from acting under a contract of June 
27. 1891, which is said to practically form a trust, 
A stipulation filed provides that none of the de- 
fendantsshall dispose of any deeds, mortgages, 
bonds, etc., affecting the contract in question 
until after the motion for injunction can be beard 
and determined, which is not to be later than 
March 15, before Judge Tuley.

VALUE OF A WOMAN’S TEARS, 


More Soothing than a Cup of Tea and a 
Most Potent Argument, 

There is no subject on which so much that 
is sentimental, brutal, unkind, tender, sar- 
castic, and appreciative as a womap’s tears 
has been written. Adjectives the most 
various have been used to express 
the qualities of tears. They have been 
called “ hot, cold,“ “‘languid,’’ ** briny,’’ 
gushing,“ round,“ “ glittering,’’ dull,“ 
“ Silent, “ wearied,’”’ “wanton,“ and I know 
not what else. They are waves of emotion, 
and as a general expression they are said’ to 
spring always from the heart—an expression 
singularly truthful, for no one ever wept from 
the head; that is, no one ever reasoned him- 
self or herself into tears except through an 
appeal back to emotion. 

The poets have dealt with what miay be con- 
sidered from their point of view, chemistry of 
tears. They have written about salt tears, 
‘“‘orystal tears,“ “‘ poisonous tears,“ bhon- 
eyed tears, and the like. They are to some 
extent correct in their poetic guesses, Tears 
are saline, for they carry a trace of the chlo- 
ride of sodium or common salt which exists in 
the blood; they may be poisonous, for in per- 
sons under the influence of a soluble poison, 
like a salt of antimony, they may convey an 
infinitesimal part of such poisonous material; 
they may be honeyed, for in diabetes the tears 
do sometimes become saccharine, like the 
other fluid secretions. 

But this sort of thing is exceptional. In a 
general way, tears are made up of pure water 
holding a trace of saline matter and nothing 
more; the glands which secrete them are the 
purest wells of pure water in the body. Tears 
are the result of. a nervous storm in the cen- 
tral nervous system, under which there is such 
a change in the vascular terminals of the tear 
secreting glands that the excretion of water 
from the glands is profuse. Some excretion 
is always in progress, in order that the surface 
of the eye may be laved and cleared of foreign 
matters which may come in contact with it, 
but the controlling center is at a distance. 

As the muscular power that extends or 
fiexes a finger is at a distance from the part 
moved, so the excitement to tears is from an 
irritation in a distant nervous center, and is 
removed when the nervous center is either 
soothed or exhausted. The persons who weep 
say that tears afford relief. Nothing is more 
perfectly true, nothing more clear, when the 
facts are understood. The relief comes not 
from the mere escape of tears, which is only a 
symptom, but from the cessation of the storm 
in fhe nervous chain. 

If the storm be calmed by soothing meas- 
ures, as when we soothe a child that is weep- 
ing from fear, annoyance, or injury, we quiet 
the nervous centers, upon which the effect 
ceases. In children the soothing method suc- 
ceeds, and sometimes it succeeds in adults, 
although in adults the cessation of tears is 
more commonly due to actual exhaustion fol- 
lowing a period of nervous activity. But after 
absorbing all this varied and abstruse infor- 
mation the only thing an average woman 
thinks about her tears is that they they area 
greater relief than a cup of tea, and the most 
potent argument she can employ. c

development, but no hurry or crammung for pro-

In the tr¢mendous momentum of the move- 
ment for woman’s advancement in place and 
power it is the hand of the college-bred woin- 
an that controls the lever. It is not in her 
value as a leader, but in her virtue as a mod- 
erator that her greatness lies, says the New 
York Sun. | , 

The importance of the college woman’s in- 
fluence in this question is hot in the matter of 
superior s¢holarship, even though Phillippa 
Fawcett has written her name above that of 
the senior wrangler of England’s great uni- 
versity. Of greater value is it to the woman's 
cause that she has taken off her corset and 
built her gymnasium, and comes out of col- 
lege a stronger woman than when she went 
in, with a better chance for the future in what 
she has learned of hygicne rather than of 
Greek. 

Statistics show that while the proportion of 
marriages among graduates not only com- 
pares favorably with that among other wom- 
en, and is constantly increasing, divorce is a 
thing unknown. It is not that her degregs 
equal thos¢ of men in importance, but that a 
greater prdportion of the children of the edu- 
cated women survive infancy than do those of 
other mothers lacking the college training 
which has been popularly believed to unfit 
women for motherhood. It is that she is 
bringing to bear upon the smallest details of 
the practical interests of life the discipline 
and enlightenment of scientific thought, thus 
refuting atievery turn the time-honored tradi- 
tion that college life and business training un- 

fit women for the greater] responsibilities of 

wifehood and motherhood, 

Down on Hudson street, in the heart of the 
great factory region, there is as the outcome 
of one college woman’s idea a New England 
kitchen, where, for small amounts, working 
men and women can obtain well-cooked and 
nourishing!) food, This woman. Ellen H. 
Richards of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology conceived the idea of supplying 
food which was nutritious and healthful, 
easily served, and kept hot without loss of 
flavor, and moderate in price to people of 
small means. To illustrate the difficulties at- 
tendant upon such an undertaking, twenty 
experiments were made upon the simplest 
stock which forms the basis of the soups to 
determine the cheapest, most scientific, and 
healthful method of preparing it. With the 
aid of a college woman, Mrs. Abel, the 
scheme was scientifically developed, and 
proved so successful that two kitchens were 
opened in Boston, and through the kindness 
of Mr. Havemeyer the New York kitchen has 
been established. Two-thirds of the custom- 
ers are working people, sewing women who 
live in lodgings and. eat at cheap restaurants; 
men and women who work in shops and facto- 
ries, who otherwise could have no warm food 
at noon; and families where the mother is a 
wage earner, and, coming home ftom her work 
late, has little time or strength to prepare 


dren through the next day. Indirectly it is 
believed that the serving of the warm soups 
and stews will modify the beer and tea drink- 
ing habits 80 prevalent in workingmen’s fami- 
lies. It is believed, too, that the kitchens will 
be educators to the people in the economical 
buying of nutritious food, in cooking, and in 
cleanliness; for every part of the kitchen is 
ohen to customers, and all the cooking process 
is accomplished before them.

Lamps That Have Lightened the Shadows 
of Night from the Days of Aladdin to 
the Present—Artistic Inventions of This 
Nature Which Adorn the Modern Draw- 
ing Ro m- A Variety Bewildering in Its

To 
the modern who has strained his eyes by the 
flickering flame that under the name of light 
the gas company tries to inflict upon a suffer- 
ing public the incandescent lamp is a decidea

boon. Generations to come will, beyond 
doubt, look back with something of pity and 
contempt on the present clumsy and old- 
fashioned methods while they enjoy their own 
advanced system whatever it may be. e 
Perhaps, too, their self-satisfaction will be 
marred as those of the people of today have 
been by necessity of admitting that a good 


thing is not good all the time or under all eir- 


cumstances; that, however successfui and con- 
venient electricity (or their substitute for it) 
may be for streets, shops, theaters—even for 
houses at certain seasons—there are occasions 
when the old-fashioned wax taper of other 
days is better. 

A woman, and a pretty one at that, must 
have discovered the fact that candle-light is 
more becoming to her sex than that of 
a chandelier, or even a carefully shaded 
boudoir lamp. Men are not wontto study 
these important matters with the conscientious 
care that leads to great results. They have, 
however, played an important part in the evo- 
lution of the modern candle-holder since the 
mighty truth in regard to its potency and ef- 
fectiveness was discovered, They have made 
the daintiest of designs for it in china and 
silver—tall, stately affairs for rooms fitted up 
with old Chippendale or Sheraton; 
round, cozy, gossip-inviting ones for 
young girls’ rooms in blue and gold; 
candle-sticks all curves and grace for Louis 
Quinze drawing rooms. They have struggled 
with the question of shades, too, and they have 
come out victorious, having made it possible 
for givers of dinners to make their tables mar- 
vels of soft, artistic light. Altogether their 
satisfaction must be second ot ly to that of the 
woman whose happy thought was their in- 
spiration. ö 

But candles at best are only suitable for 
purposes of becoming illumination. Their 
sphere is a narrow one. They are 
practically restricted to the dressing

table, dining and reception rooms, 
When a desire to do something more active 
than bask in rose-colored light seizes one, 
some grosser method of supplying the ab- 
sence of the sun is resorted to. Among all 
right- minded people lamps follow closely 
after candles in favor. They are almost as sus- 
ceptible to artistic treatment: they afford op- 
porturtty for the construction of elaborate 
shades of silk, lace, and embroidery; not 
least, they are good to work by. So it 
happens that no house is considered well 
furnished that doesn’t boast at least a 
dozen of them varyingin style from the so- 
called boudoir lamp, delicate and fairylike, to 
jars of Sévres and Dresden, and standards of 
silyer, brass, and wrought iron. One young 
woman with a fad for collecting calmly states 
that in her twelve-foot square apartment there 
are just twenty-seven lamps reposing on tables, 
clinging to brackets, and hanging from door- 
ways and ceiling. They make an effective 
decoration, she claims, and are not as useless 
as they seem to be. 

The tall piano lamp on tts sliding rod is a 
clever invention, and one that makes all grades 
of decoration possible, from the simplest to 
the most intricaf®. Rather an unusual design 
is a bronze Mercury supporting a torch. 
Another graceful standard takes the shape of 
a tall stork holding the lamp in his beak. The 
conventional frames are most common, how- 
ever, and make, on the whole, a prettier base 
for that crowning glory of the modern lamp— 
its shade. 

Some one who has tried it gives the follow- 
ing directions for a “home-made standard 
lamp“: Get a piece of small, ordinary stove- 
pipe of any height you may require your lamp 
to be. Cover this neatly with .plush or silk. 
Secure itin a square wood base, and cover 
this also with the chosen material. Into the 
top of the pipe fit firmly a lamp bowl with its 
fittangs, hiding the glass part of it and the 
place where it meets the pipe by a draping of 
the plush or silk. The edges may be finished 
with fringe, if desired. A large umbrella 
shade finishes the lamp.“ 

It sounds well—this home-made article— 
until one considers the effect of dust and in- 
evitable drops of oil will have on the delicate 
stuff with which its unsightly frame is con- 
cealed, and then the illsmelling glass and 
china atrocities that occupy places of honor 
on the mantle-pieces of New England 
farmhouses seem preferable by contrast. 

In hanging lamps and lanterns there is a 
bewildering array of pretty novelties. They 
are charming to light dim corners, and are 
especially — bn sa for country houses. 


fsmall lamps there are a thousand and 


one varieties, from lamps with the glow of an 
engine’s headlight to those which merely 
make the darkness visible, encouragers of all 
sorts of sentiment and romance. 

Unique lamps are secured by those who 
take sufficient interest in the matter not to 
mind a little extra trouble by having them 
made to order.
